The  Executive  Committe  and  Officers  of  the  First  District  Dental  Society 
met  in  June  and  formulated  plans  for  our  annual  meeting.  We  had  corres- 
pondence from  the  State  Secretary  at  that  time  stating  that  delegates  and 
officers  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  would  meet  in  September  and 
that  this  meeting  would  constitute  the  1945  State  meeting.

August  8th,  I  had  official  information 
from  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  that  the  1945  meeting  would  not  be 
held  and  that  to  hold  our  District  meeting  would  be  a  violation  of  the  0.  D.  T. 
regulation  on  Conventions.  In  view  of  this  information  I  contacted  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  and  by  unanimous  decision  the  vote  was  made  to  follow  the  ex- 
ample set  by  the  State  Society  by  cancelling  the  1945  meeting  and  retaining 
the  present  officers  for  another  year.  Immediately  following  the  lifting  of  the 
0.  D.  T.  lestriction  I  again  contacted  the  Executive  Committee.  From  the  in- 
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formation  I  had  obtained,  it  was  again  the  unanimous  vote  that  the  meeting 
remain  cancelled  due  to  the  fact  that  we  could  not  secure  a  suitable  meeting 
place  and  that  the  time  was  so  short  until  October  8th,  to  secure  a  good  scien- 
tific program  seemed  to  be  impossible. 

We  regreted  to  take  this  action  but  we  felt  that  due  to  the  aforesaid  rea- 
sons it  would  be  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Society  to  postpone  our  meeting 
until  next  year.  We  are  looking  forward  to  the  coming  year  when  it  seems  rea- 
sonable to  expect  things  to  be  back  to  a  certain  degree  of  normalcy.

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time.  The  kind  of  day  we  hoped  and  prayed  for.  Of  course,  it  will  take  a  long 
time  to  return  to  normal  peacetime  pursuits  with  its  pleasures  and  leisure,  but 
how  better  to  start  that  "reconversion"  than  proceeding,  post  haste,  with 
plans  for  our  Fall  meeting. 

No  doubt  there  will  be  grim  reminders  at  our  meeting  (If  plans  for  one 
can  be  completed)  of  the  trying  times,  all  the  people  of  the  world,  have  been 
thru  to  bring  about  peace.  There  will  be  hearts  heavy  with  grief  for  those  who 
made  the  supreme  sacrifice  to  "Turn  on  the  Lights  All  Over  the  World".  By 
our  thin  I'anks,  we  will  be  reminded  of  those  still  required  in  foreign  countries 
or  distant  places. 

We  as  a  group  have  committed  ourselves  to  maintaining  the  standards  of 
organized  dentistry  in  the  absence  of  our  service  members. 

This  has  been  difficult  to  do  under  restrictions  of  war,  but  I  do  not  think 
we  should  lose  any  time  in  taking  up  our  assumed  responsibilities  and  putting 
our  every  effort  toward  the  advancement  of  dentistry  in  peace  so  that  when 
our  service  members  do  return  to  us  they  may  say  "'Well  Done".

MEETING  OF  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  NORTH  CAROLINA 
DENTAL  SOCIETY 

April  8,  1945 
PINEHURST  COUNTRY  CLUB 

Pinehurst,  North  Carolina 

The  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  met  in 
Pinehurst,  at  the  Country  Club  on  Sunday,  April  8,  1945. 

The  meeting  was  called  to  order  by  Dr.  F.  O.  Alford,  Chairman,  at  11:30 
A.  M.  and  the  following  committee  members  were  present:  Dr.  F.  0.  Alford, 
Chairman;  Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards;  Dr.  C.  C.  Poindexter;  Dr.  C.  W.  Sanders,  ex- 
officio;  Dr.  E.  M.  Medlin,  ex-officio. 

Proceeding  to  discuss  business  up  for  consideration,  a  great  deal  of 
thought  was  given  to  the  advisability  and  also  the  possibility  of  holding  an 
abbreviated,  skeletonized  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  some- 
time during  1945.  The  consensus  of  opinion  seemed  to  be  that  it  would  be  ad- 
visable to  hold  such  a  meeting  at  a  date  later  to  be  determined  by  the  Execu- 
tive Committee. 

The  following  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Poindexter,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Z.  L.  Edwards  and  carried  that  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  hold  a  two 
day  skeletonized  meeting  sometime  later  on  in  the  year.  The  date  and  place  is 
to  be  determined  by  Excutive  Committee.  This  proposed  meeting  date  will  be 
arranged  to  fall  during  or  after  September.  It  may  be  later  than  September 
but  must  come  prior  to  meeting  dates  of  District  Societies.  There  will  not  be 
a  scientific  program  but  the  purpose  of  the  meeting  shall  be  to  elect  and  in- 
stall officers  for  the  coming  year  and  to  transact  all  necessary  general  busi- 
ness pertaining  to  the  Society.  This  procedure  is  being  laid  down  and  is  to  be 
followed  in  case  the  present  conditions  continue  to  prevail.  In  case  there  hap- 
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pens  to  be  a  marked  improvement  in  conditions  during  the  next  few  months, 
the  Executive  Committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  adopt  any  changes  which 
it  sees  fit,  even  though  contrary  to  provisions  set  forth  above. 

The  advisability  and  possibility  of  the  District  Societies  meeting  during 
the  fall  was  also  discussed.  It  was  decided  to  suggest  to  each  group  of  district 
officers  that  they  follow  the  same  procedure  as  the  State  Society.  In  case  pre- 
sent conditions  prevail,  the  District  Societies  shall  hold  a  skeletonized  meeting, 
attending  to  business  and  electing  officers,  but  dispensing  with  scientific  pro- 
gram. In  case  conditions  change  and  full  meeting  shall  be  possible,  each  dis- 
trict will  hold  a  full  meeting  as  has  been  customary. 

Blotion  made  by  Dr.  Poindexter,  seconded  by  Dr.  Edwards  and  carried, 
that  the  present  delegates  and  alternates  to  the  A.  D.  A.  Meeting  in  September 
be  certified. 

Motion  was  made  by  Dr.  Edwards,  seconded  by  Dr.  Poindexter  and  carried 
that  Dr.  0.  C.  Barker  succeed  himself  for  another  year  as  Dental  member  of 
the  Governor's  Hospital  Planning  Committee.  Governor  Cherry  is  to  be  notified 
of  this  appointment  and  asked  to  approve  same. 

A  tentative  date  and  place  of  meeting  for  the  next  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society  Convention  was  discussed.  It  was  decided  to  proceed  with  plans  to 
meet  at  Pinehurst,  Carolina  Hotel,  May  6,  7,  8,  1946.  The  secretary  was  in- 
structed to  begin  negotiations  for  the  above  dates  and  place  of  meeting.  All 
arrangements  will  be  made  on  more  or  less  a  tentative  basis  due  to  conditions 
as  they  now  exist. 

Meeting  adjourned  at  1:10  P.  M.

PINEHURST,  NORTH  CAROLINA 

Sunday,  August  5,  1945 

The  meeting  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society,  held  in  the  Holley  Inn,  Pinehurst,  was  called  to  order  at  eleven-thirty 
A.  M.  by  the  Chairman,  Dr.  F.  O.  Alford. 

The  following  were  present:  Dr.  F.  O.  Alford,  Chairman;  Dr.  C.  C.  Poin- 
dexter; Dr.  Z.  L.  Edwards;  Dr.  0.  C.  Barker,  ex-officio;  Dr.  C.  W.  Sanders, 
ex-off icio ;  Dr.  K.  L.  Johnson,  ex-officio. 

The  first  order  of  business  to  be  discussed  was  the  advisability  of  attempt- 
ing to  hold  a  skeletonized,  one  day  meeting  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental 
Society  this  fall  for  the  purpose  of  electing  and  installing  officers  for  the 
coming  year.  This  subject  was  most  fully  discussed,  letters  were  read  from 
members  of  the  organization  and  from  other  sources  expressing  views  relating 
to  this  matter.  After  much  discussion,  a  motion  was  made  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Poin- 
dexter, seconded  by  Dr.  K.  L.  Johnson,  and  carried  that  the  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society  defer  plans  for  a  meeting  during  the  fall.  It  was  the  consensus 
of  opinion  that*  it  would  be  permissible  for  most  of  the  District  organizations 
to  meet  if  they  so  desired  since  some  could  meet  and  not  violate  existing  direc- 
tives of  the  0.  D.  T. 

Dr.  Barker  expressed  his  desire  to  be  released  from  his  new  appointment 
to  the  governor's  North  Carolina  Medical  Care  Commission.  This  section  was 
explained  by  Dr.  Barker  as  coming  from  the  realization  that  many  meetings 
would  have  to  be  attended  and  since  transportation  is  so  difficult  from  Asheville 
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to  Raleigh  and  so  much  time  would  be  consumed,  it  would  perhaps  be  more 
advisable  to  have  a  man  nearer  Raleigh  to  serve  on  this  Committee.  Motion  was 
made  by  Dr.  K.  L.  Johnson,  seconded  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Poindexter,  and  carried  that 
Dr.  Barker's  resignation  be  accepted.  Governor  Cherry  is  to  be  notified  of  this 
action. 

Motion  was  made  by  Dr.  C.  C.  Poindexter,  seconded  by  Dr.  Z.  L.  Ed- 
wards, and  carried  that  the  following  men  be  recommended  to  Governor  Cherry 
one  of  which  he  should  appoint  as  the  dental  member  of  the  North  Carolina 
Medical  Care  Commission  to  replace  Dr.  Barker:  Dr.  Fred  Hale,  Raleigh;  Dr. 
Clyde  Minges,  Rocky  Mount;  Dr.  E.  T.  Sikes,  Greensboro. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  that  the  Secretary-Treasurer  in- 
vest $750.00  in  Defense  Bonds  from  funds  of  the  Society  not  being  used  at 
present. 

Motion  was  made,  seconded  and  carried  to  increase  the  price  of  exhibit 
space.  It  was  decided  to  increase  the  cost  per  linear  foot  from  $5.00  to  $7.50. 

There  being  no  fui'ther  business,  the  meeting  adjourned  at  3:00  P.  M.

INFORMATION  AND  RULES  REGARDING  EXAMINATION  FOR 
LICENSE  TO  PRACTICE  DENTAL  HYGIENE 

All  persons  desiring  to  practice  dental  hygiene  in  North  Carolina  will  be 
required  to  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  receiving  a  license. 

The  Board  will  not  issue  temporary  licenses  or  permits  to  practice  dental 
hygiene. 

North  Carolina  has  no  reciprocal  relations  with  any  other  State. 

QUALIFICATIONS 

Applicant  is  required  to  furnish  transcripts  of  her  High  School  credits 
to  be  sent  direct  from  the  principal  or  dean  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Board. 
Have  school  notify  you  when  sent. 

Applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  a  High  School  which  was  accredited  by 
the   State  Educational  Department  at  time  of  graduation. 

Applicant  must  be  a  graduate  of  an  accredited  school  conducting  a  course 
for  dental  hygienists  in  the  United  States. 

The  dental  hygiene  diploma  or  certificate  must  not  be  mailed  but  present- 
ed to  the  Board  at  the  first  session  of  examination. 

Applicant  must  be  a  citizen  of  the  United  States,  at  least  nineteen  years 
of  age  and  of  good  moral  character. 

Applicant  without  adequate  equipment  is  not  eligible  for  examination. 
Don't  depend  on  borrowing.

MANNER  OF  APPLICATION 

All  information  requested  in  the  application  MUST  be  supplied  and  com- 
plete in  every  respect. 

Each  applicant  must  file  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Board,  an  application 
verified  under  oath  at  least  THIRTY  days  before  the  date  of  examination ;  the 
application  must  be  made  on  the  form  prescribed  by  the  Board  and  obtained 
from  the  Seci'etary. 

The  fee  of  twenty  dollars  ($20.00)  for  examination  or  for  re-examination 
must  accompany  the  application.  Make  remittance  by  Money  Order  or  certi- 
fied check. 

All  endorsements,  letters  or  recommendation,  or  other  pertinent  data  re- 
ceived by  the  Board  concerning  any  applicant  will  be  considered  a  part  of 
said  application,  and  will  be  retained  as  a  part  of  the  records. 

Applicants  who  have  been  in  practice  are  required  to  furnish  recommenda- 
tions from  the  Secretary  of  the  Dental  Board  of  the  State  in  which  they  last 
practiced  and  from  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  District  or  State  Dental 
Society  (components  of  the  A.  D.  A.),  in  the  district  or  State  in  which  they 
last  practiced. 

Recent  graduates  are  required  to  furnish  recommendations  from  two  den- 
tists who  are  members  of  the  American  Dnetal  Association. 

A  photograph  is  required  as  specified  in  application  form.

Anything  said  in  this  report  may  be  out  of  date  before  it  reaches  the 
editor,  however  as  of  this  date,  there  a  few  important  facts  which  might  be 
passed  on  to  you. 

All  recent  graduate  Dentists  are  expected  to  serve  in  the  Armed  Forces. 
If  they  are  not  already  commissioned  in  either  the  Army  or  Navy,  they  are 
expected  to  apply  for  a  commission  in  the  Navy  Dental  Corps.  If  they  are  re- 
jected for  any  reason  they  are  returned  to  their  Selective  Service  Board.  They 
may  be  deferred  provided  they  agree,  in  writing  to  the  State  Chairman  of 
Procurement  and  Assignment  that  they  will  accept  an  essential  assignment 
in  a  critical  area. 

RELEASE  FROM  ACTIVE  DUTY 

It  may  be  possible  to  effect  the  release  of  a  selected  few  dental  officers 
to  meet  the  need  of  a  critical  civilian  community.  The  officers  must  first  in- 
dicate in  writing  that  he  is  willing  to  submit  his  resignation  through  military 
channels  in  order  that  he  may  return  to  his  former  location,  which  has  been 
declared  critical. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  State  Chairman  must  be  furnished  the  fol- 
lowing information  concerning  the  officer  and  his  home  county: 

1.  Full  name  of  Dental  Officer,  Year  of  birth.  Present  station  or  post 
office  address,  (at  least  whether  within  country)  Military  service — Army, 
Navy,  Public  Health  Service,  (a)  Date  of  entry  into  service,  (b)  Limited 
service  or  general  service  at  present,   (c)   Months  of  service  overseas. 

2.  Facts  to  be  given  about  the  officer's  county.  Population  of  County  in 
1940,  Number  of  rationing  books  issued  in  1944,  Number  of  Dentists  in  1940, 
Number  of  Dentists  in  Armed  Forces,  Number  of  Dentists  who  have  died, 
Number  of  Dentists  who  have  retired,  Number  of  Dentists  on  part  time.  Total 
Dental  population  today. 

The  State  Committee  reviews  the  request  and  submits  a  report  to  the 
Appeal  Board  of  the  Procurement  and  Assignment  Service,  Washington,  D.  C. 

The  Army  is  not  favorably  disposed  to  accept  the  resignation  of  a  dental 
officer  who  is  not  yet  39  years  of  age. 

The  Navy  has  not  yet  reached  its  quota  and  at  present  is  very  slow  to 
grant  releases. 

Japan  has  surrendered  but  the  above  precedure  is  still  being  followed  as 
of  this  date.  (August  21,  1945.)

COOPERATION  WITH   THE  ADVERTISING  AND   EXHIBIT   POLICIES 

OF  THE  AMERICAN  DENTAL  ASSOCIATION 

Since  the  last  report  was  made  to  the  members  of  the  profession,  the  fol- 
lowing state  and  local  societies  have  agreed  to  adhere  to  the  advertising  and 
exhibit  policies  of  the  American  Dental  Association :  Maine  Dental  Society, 
Maryland  State  Dental  Association,  Massachusetts  State  Dental  Association, 
New  York  State  Dental  Society,  St.  Louis  Dental  Society,  North  Carolina 
Dental  Society,  and  West  Virginia  State  Dental  Association. 

The  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  New  Organization  School  for  Graduate  Den- 
tists of  New  York  City  announces  the  completion  of  plans  for  a  class  of  train- 
ing in  dental  practice  administration  for  dentists  practicing  in  other  cities 
and  communities. 

The  schedule  for  this  class  is  so  arranged  that  the  entire  curriculum  can 
be  adequately  covered  in  five  sessions  of  one  each  week.  Weekly  sessions  are 
spaced  so  that  active  practices  will  undrgo  a  minimum  of  interruption.  The 
starting  date  of  this  special  class  is  Monday,  September  24,  1945. 

The  New  Organization  School  for  Graduate  Dentists  is  the  first  school  to 
be  granted  a  charter  by  the  Board  of  Regents  of  the  University  of  the  State 
of  New  York  to  train  graduate  dentists  in  practice  management. 

For  the  first  time  a  recognized  school  will  devote  150  hours  of  training 
and  supervision  to  enable  the  dentist  to  discard  old  habits  and  attitudes  for 
new  thinking,  new  techniques  and  new  procedures.  The  educational  program 
correlates  patient  education  and  practice  management  with  diagnosis  and 
treatment  planning  for  optimum  control  of  dental  disease.

Dentists  is  pleased  to  announce  that  its  course  of  training  for  dentists  and 
secretaries  in  dental  practice  administration  is  available  to  veterans  under 
the  G.  I.  Educational  Bill  of  Rights. 

New  Organization  School  for  Graduate  Dentists 
6  East  45th  Street,  New  York  17,  New  York 
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H.  428  provides  for  the  licensing  of  specialists  in  dentistry.  The  bill  es- 
tablishes qualifications,  provides  examiners  and  requires  each  applicant  to 
have  been  engaged  in  the  practice  of  dentistry  for  not  less  than  five  years 
in  the  state  of  South  Carolina. 
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6th  Army  Group,  Germany — Capt.  Gilbert  W.  Yokeley,  who  practiced  den- 
tistry in  Winston-Salem,  N.  C,  before  he  entered  the  Army  on  May  2,  1942, 
recently  participated  in  a  conference  of  U.  S.  Army  dental  surgeons,  the  first 
meeting  of  its  kind  held  in  the  European  Theater  of  Operations. 

Dentists  from  all  types  of  medical  installations  met  at  the  21st  General 
Hospital  for  two  days  of  discussion  of  latest  developments  in  maxillo-facial 
and  plastic  surgery,  denture  construction  and  similar  professional  subjects. 
From  all  sectors  of  the  Western  Front  they  came  by  jeep,  rail,  plane  and  truck. 

Capt.  Yokeley,  now  on  the  staff  of  the  23rd  General  Hospital,  is  the  hus- 
band of  Mrs.  Delia  G.  Yokeley  of  Mocksville,  N.  C.  He  attended  Texas  Dental 
College,  University  of  Texas,  and  obtained  his  dental  degree  (DDS)  in  1932. 
He  is  a  member  of  the  North  Carolina  Dental  Society  and  the  American  Den- 
tal Association.  He  has  served  in  North  Africa,  Italy,  and  France.

For  the  first  time  since  the  war  began,  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief 
Committee,  420  Lexington  Avenue,  New  York  City,  was  able  to  send  relief 
to  Malta.  The  story  of  this  shipment  is  an  indication  of  the  splendid  results 
that  can  be  accomplished  when  individuals  and  organizations  unselfishly  co- 
operate to  overcome  difficulties  which  might  otheriwse  prove  insurmountable. 

The  start  of  the  story  is  laid  in  Malta  where  Dr.  Walter  Bartolo,  dentist, 
was  unable  to  practice  dentistry  because  he  had  no  tools,  no  medicines;  nothing, 
in  fact,  but  hope  and  faith  that  men  of  good  will  still  exist.  He  was  not  mis- 
taken. His  appeal  to  Dr.  Elmer  S.  Best  of  Minneapolis,  Minnesota  advisory 
chairman  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  Committee,  and  Registrar  of  the 
lunternational  College  of  Dentists,  brought  immediate  results.  The  Committee 
carefully  selected  the  instruments  and  supplies  necessary  to  the  foundation 
of  an  efficient  dental  office,  including  a  foot  drill  to  take  care  of  the  lack  of 
electricity  in  Malta,  and  the  people  of  Malta  were  one  step  nearer  the  achieve- 
ment of  dental  health.  It  remained,  however,  to  get  the  three  cases  of  assorted 
supplies,  valued  at  $592.86,  to  their  destination.  Here  again  men  of  good  will 
at  work  together  produced  results.  The  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  Committee 
donated  three  cases  of  dental  supplies;  the  Red  Cross  Motor  Corps  transported 
the  cases  to  the  ship's  pier  in  New  Jersey;  the  SS  John  Lawson  carried  the 
cases  to  their  destination  and  the  finance  committee  of  the  International  College 
of  Dentists  voted  to  pay  the  $155  customs  duty.  So  end  the  story  that  men  of 
good  will  made  possible. 
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The  latest  report  of  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  Committee  indicates 
that  postwar  medical  relief  for  Europe  is  still  a  most  serious  problem.  Appeals 
more  numerous  than  ever  reach  Committee  Headquarters.  These  appeals  have 
been  answered  by  snding  overseas  $20,740.20  worth  of  medical  and  dental 
equipment  during  the  six  months  period  extending  from  January  through  June 
1945.  The  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  Committee  has  also  helped  in  the  cure 
and  prevention  of  disease  in  our  own  country  by  donating  $23,187.57  worth  of 
supplies  over  the  same  period  of  time.  Mr.  Ai'thur  Kunzinger,  treasurer  of  the 
Committee,  announced  that  total  donations  to  date  equal  $734,559.97. 

The  Committee's  exceptional  ability  to  meet  emergencies  in  time  and  place 
was  put  to  the  test  several  times  between  January  and  July.  The  urgent  need 
for  Penicillian  by  the  French  Hospital  of  Ste.  Anne  in  Toulon,  France,  was 
met  by  flying  to  its  destination  this  drug  which  has  proved  so  valuable  in 
treating  the  wounded.  Sometime  later  the  Committee  arranged  to  have  a  pre- 
cious stock  of  radium  flown  by  army  plane  to  the  same  hospital  to  help  can- 
cer patients  whose  pain  could  not  otherwise  have  been  allayed.  Four  days  after 
Dr.  Gemma  Barzilai,  major  in  the  UNRRA,  told  the  Committee,  how  badly 
catgut,  surgeon's  gloves,  and  needles  were  needed,  the  first  shipments  of  these 
basic  materials  were  on  their  way  to  Rome  and  Naples.  The  Committee  attri- 
butes the  speed  with  which  it  operates  to  the  complet  lack  v>f  rd  tape  in  its 
organization. 

In  addition  to  its  fixed  purpose  of  providing  medical  relief,  the  Medical 
and  Surgical  Relief  Committee  is  again  concentrating  on  the  collection  of  med- 
ical and  dental  literature  written  within  the  last  five  years  to  be  distributed  for 
the  benefit  of  European  professional  men  who  have  been  unable  to  keep  abreast 
of  wartime  scientific  progress.  Anyone  who  has  access  to  such  literautre  is 
urged  to  get  in  touch  with  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Relief  Committee,  420 
Lexington  Avenue,  New  York  City.

DENTISTRY  HELD  ON  MAY  21.  1945 

PREAMBLE 

Dentistry  is  a  young  profession  and  as  such  it  is  willing  to  confess  its 
shortcomings  and  admit  that  the  time  when  it  may  hope  to  attain  its  majority 
is  not  yet  in  sight. 

It  needs  continuous  and  sustained  development  in  its  intellectual  frame- 
work, in  medical  background,  in  scientific  knowledge,  in  equipping  itself  to 
master  its  research  pi'oblems  and  in  other  ways. 

It  needs  guidance  and  understanding  in  conquering  dental  disease. 

It  realizes  that  there  is  some  truth  in  the  constructive  criticism  that  per- 
fection and  leadership  based  upon  mechanical  ingenuity  is  not  its  highest  ideal. 

Dentistry  is  learning  gradually  that  its  chief  aim  is  service  to  mankind, 
all  mankind,  and  that  a  far  larger  proportion  of  humanity  must  receive  dental 
care  in  the  future  than  during  the  first  hundred  years  of  its  childhood. 
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Dentists  have  become  keenly  conscious  that  their  main  area  of  responsi- 
bility, the  oral  cavity,  is  not  an  isolated  region,  but  a  most  important  and  in- 
tegral part  of  the  human  body,  the  health  of  which  is  essential  to  normal 
functional  activity  and  often  to  life  itself. 

It  is  evident  therefore  that  dentistry  is  a  health  service  profession,  found- 
ed upon  medical  science  and  knowledge  and  dedicated  to  the  prevention  and 
cure  of  disease  and  the  restoration  of  normal  function. 

As  such  a  profession,  dentistry  has  come  to  realize  that  its  former  educa- 
tional and  intellectual  background  was  not  adequate  and  that  its  students 
should  equip  themselves  with  a  preliminary  education  fully  comparable  to  that 
possessed  by  applicants  for  admission  to  ranking  medical  schools. 

Furthermore,  since  a  fundamental  framework  of  medical  knowledge  is 
essential,  dentistry  seeks  the  identical  training  in  the  basic  sciences  which  is 
offered  to  medical  students  during  the  first  two  years  of  courses  which  con- 
template the  achievement  of  the  M.  D.  degree. 

Because  of  the  foregoing  truths  and  principles,  various  educators,  found- 
ations, scientists  and  individuals  have  felt  and  do  feel  now  that  dentistry 
should  be  integrated  with  and  should  become  a  specialty  or  department  of 
medical  practice.  This  concept  was  evident  when  The  Harvard  University  Den- 
tal School  became  the  Harvard  School  of  Dental  Medicine  and  more  recently 
when  the  announcement  was  made  by  President  Nicholas  Murray  Butler,  of 
Columbia  University,  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  decided  upon  the  integra- 
tion of  The  School  of  Dental  and  Oral  Surgery  with  the  other  departments 
comprising  the  School  of  Medicine. 

The  first  paragraph  of  this  official  statement  reads  as  follows:  "Plans 
for  the  strengthening  of  dental  education,  research  and  practice  by  an  inte- 
gration of  the  Faculty  of  Dentistry  with  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  of  Columbia 
University  were  announced  on  February  6,  1945.  The  decision  of  the  Trustees 
of  the  University  repi-esents  the  final  step  in  the  integration  of  dental  educa- 
tion and  research  with  the  medical  program  at  the  Columbia-Presbyterian  Med- 
ical Center,  which  was  visualized  when  the  Dental  School  was  made  a  part  of 
the  Center  in  1928." 

President  Conant,  of  Harvard  University,  in  announcing  that  the  original 
Harvard  Plan  would  be  inaugurated  in  the  fall  1941,  stated,  "The  new  program 
contemplates  a  more  complete  and  formal  integration  of  dental  and  medical 
education  than  has  heretofore  been  attempted  in  this  country.  It  is  a  more  in 
the  direction  of  attacking  the  great  problem  of  dental  disease  at  its  source 
through  advancement  of  the  study  of  the  causes  of  such  disease  and  its  pre- 
vention. It  is  hoped  that  through  the  plan,  the  scope  of  adequate  dental  pro- 
tection may  be  extended  to  large  numbers  of  our  people  for  whom  dental  at- 
tention is  not  now  available." 

On  the  evening  of  April  16,  1943,  at  the  dinner  celebrating  the  75th  An- 
niversary of  the  founding  of  the  Harvard  University  Dental  School,  President 
Conant,  in  reporting  the  results  of  the  first  eighteen  months  of  operation  of 
the  Harvard  Plan  to  more  than  100  alumni  and  guests,  said  in  a  prepared  ad- 
dress: "Every  change  is  in  the  nature  of  an  experiment  and  I  say  quite  frank- 
ly that  in  several  important  matters  this  experiment  has  not  worked.  Whether 
it  would  have  worked  except  for  the  war  no  one  can  tell.  The  fact  remains 
that  the  scheme  under  conditions  of  today  has  not  been  successful.  As  a  con- 
sequence we  have  decided  to  alter  the  procedure,  change  the  course  somewhat, 
if  you  prefer  a  sailing  metaphor." 

In  an  address  entitled  "Dentistry  in  Great  Britain,"  delivered  before  the 
meeting  of  the  Executive  Council,  Dental  Society  of  the  State  of  New  York, 
December  5th,  1944,  and  published  in  the  January-February  issue  of  the 
Journal  of  the  Dental  Society,  State  of  New  York,  Dr.  A.  E.  Rowlett,  President 
of  the  British  Dental  Association,  in  predicting  a  brighter  future  for  dentistry 
in  the  British  Isles,  spoke  as  follows:  "I  mentioned  just  now  that  British  den- 
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tal  education  and  British  dentistry  (have  been)  controlled  by  the  General 
Medical  Council.  It  is  very  satisfactory  to  be  able  to  inform  you  that  a  change 
will  almost  certainly  come  about  in  a  very  short  time  and  that  it  has  been  re- 
commended by  the  General  Medical  Council  that  all  of  the  powers  are  vested 
in  the  General  Medical  Council  pertaining  to  dentistry  shall  be  transferred 
to  a  dental  board  which  will  have  on  it  representatives  of  the  universities  and 
the  dental  schools,  so  we  hope  to  see  quite  a  change." 

Dr.  Eowlett  complimented  American  Dentistiy  on  its  preeminent  position, 
which  he  attributed  to  educational  and  professional  autonomy,  in  contrast  to 
the  history  of  dentistry  in  England. 

In  July,  1944,  in  the  University  of  Alberta,  Canada,  an  independent  facul- 
ty of  Medicine,  which  had  been  originated  and  established  in  1918.  This  change 
was  made  upon  recommendation  of  the  Dental-Medical  Faculty,  followed  by 
official  action  by  the  Trustees  of  the  University. 

Furthermore,  in  a  new  building  program  $400,000  was  set  aside  for  a 
dental  building  and  $220,000  for  expenses  and  maintenance. 

That  the  Council  on  Dental  Education  is  keeping  breast  of  the  times  is 
evidenced  by  its  new  rules  announced  after  its  recent  meeting  in  Chicago, 
March  18-19,  1945,  and  published  in  the  April  m.id-monthly  issue  of  the  Jour- 
nal of  the  American  Dental  Association.  Rule  No.  3  reads  as  follows :  "If  a 
school  for  the  study  of  dentistry  which  has  been  approved  by  the  Council  on 
Dental  Education,  undergoes  fundamental  changes  in  its  administrative  organ- 
ization, university  relationships,  curriculum  plans,  faculty  organization,  in- 
structional program  or  stated  objectives,  approval  shall  be  suspended  until 
such  time  as  the  Council  may  again  appraise  the  institution  in  terms  of  its 
policies  and  criteria." 

The  following  quotation  is  taken  from  a  letter  dated  April  17,  1945,  and 
is  signed  by  George  H.  Fox,  secretary.  Committee  on  Legislation,  American 
Dental  Association:  "There  is  an  agency  in  every  state  government  that  has 
been  given  the  authority  by  law  to  determine  whether  the  graduates  of  a 
particular  dental  school.  In  most  states  that  authority  is  given  to  the  State 
Board  of  Dental  Examiners,  though  in  a  few  states  it  is  given  to  some  other 
state  agency." 

The  advice  and  opinions  of  these  and  similar  agencies  might  well  be 
given  serious  study  when  fundamental  changes  in  the  administrative  set-up 
of  dental  schools  are  contemplated. 

WHEREAS,  during  the  first  hundred  years  of  its  existence,  American 
dentistry  has  attained  a  position  of  world  leadership  in  its  field, 

WHEREAS,  dentistry  is  one  of  the  health  service  professions,  dedicated 
to  the  service  of  all  mankind, 

WHEREAS,  dentistry  is  dependent  upon  a  broad  education  and  a  funda- 
mental knowledge  of  the  basic  medical  sciences, 

WHEREAS,  dentistry  realizes  the  vital  need  for  close  cooperation  with 
oral  cavity,  is  an  integral  part  of  the  human  body, 

WHEREAS,  dentistry  is  keenly  alive  to  the  necessity  of  preventing,  cur- 
ing and  conquering  diseases  by  various  means,  the  most  important  of  which  is 
research, 

WHEREAS,  dental  health  is  a  national  asset  and  the  time  has  arrived 
when  an  attempt  should  be  made  to  care  for  the  dental  needs  of  a  far  greater 
majority  of  the  people  of  the  United  States  than  heretofore, 

WHEREAS,  there  is  a  vital  need  for  a  greatly  increased  number  of  qua- 
lified dentists  adequately  to  carry  out  such  a  comprehensive  program, 
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NOW  THEREFORE  BE  IT  RESOLVED: 

1.  That  in  the  opinion  of  the  New  York  Academy  of  Dentistry,  dentistry 
is  a  specialty  of  Medical   Science,  but  not  a  department  of  medical  practice. 

2.  That  the  independence  of  dentistry  as  a  health  service  profession  should 
be  preserved  and  strengthened. 

3.  That  dental  schools  which  are  departments  of  universities  be  permitted 
administrative  autonomy  under  the  guidance  of  a  full  time  dean  possessing 
a  dental  degree. 

4.  That  all  candidates  for  admission  to  such  schools  be  required  to  present 
the  same  educational  qualifications  as  candidates  for  leading  medical  schools. 

5.  That  the  first  two  years  of  the  dental  curriculum  be  identical  with  the 
corresponding  medical  curriculum. 

6.  That  surgery  in  the  oral  cavity,  like  othei'  dental  operations,  is  a  spec- 
ialty of  dentistry. 

7.  That  the  possession  of  the  M.  D.  degree  and  all  it  signifies  is  a  most 
valuable  attaiment  for  any  professional  man,  but  it  is  not  an  essential  for  a 
general  practitioner  of  dentistry. 

8.  Finally,  that  the  field  embraced  by  Medical  Science  is  so  broad  and  the 
specialties  of  medical  practice  already  are  so  many  and  so  varied,  that  den- 
tistry will  develop  and  mature  moie  satisfactorily  and  more  thoroughly  if, 
while  permitted  close  and  friendly  cooperation  with  medicine,  it  is  allowed 
complete  autonomy  and  freedom  of  action.

A  report  of  the  Los  Angeles  County  Council  on  Dental  Health  (June  16, 
1945)  states  in  part:  "We  face  an  evolutionary  problem  which  no  one  plan 
will  solve,  our  objective  should  involve  a  systematic  and  gradual  extension 
of  service,  probing  our  way  in  such  fashion  that  both  the  public  and  the  pro- 
fession will  find  mutual  benefit  in  the  eventual  result.  We  respectfully  offer 
the  following,  not  as  a  panacea  but  as  a  united  starting  point  for  community 
action : 

1.  Dental  health  education  for  school  children:  posters,  essay  contests, 
material  supplied  by  state  and  county  societies. 

2.  A  program  of  post-graduate  education  in  childrens  dentistry  financed 
by  the  state  society.  The  training  of  eight  dentists  as  educators  on  the  sub- 
ject of  children's  dentistry,  who  will  in  turn  educate  100  dentists  (distributed 
geographically)  this  team  of  eight  men  be  chosen  on  a  basis  of  interest  and 
teaching  ability,  and  that  the  Southern  California  State  Dental  Association 
under-write  their  training  at  a  cost  of  $800. ..that  the  education  of  the  100  den- 
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tists  be  given  under  the  Division  of  Education  Courses  at  its  established  fee 
rates,  and  that  the  Southern  California  State  Dental  Association  underwrite 
the  training  ....The  projects  suggested,  we  know,  are  needed  and  can  be  put 
into  operation  with  the  extension  of  dental  health  to  mor  of  the  American 
people  until  our  ideal  of  service  for  all  is  achieved." 

The  Commission  on  Hospital  Care  is  taking  a  complete  inventory  of  the 
nation's  hospitals.  The  study  is  being  conducted  as  a  cooperative  effort  of 
government  and  voluntary  hospital  interests  to  discover  the  facts  about  the 
nation's  hospitals.  The  Commission  was  inaugurated  by  the  American  Hospital 
Association,  is  sponsored  by  state  and  regional  hospital  organizations  and  is 
financed  by  the  W.  K.  Kellogg  Foundation,  the  Commonwealth  fund  and  the 
National  Foundation  for  Infantile  Paralysis.  The  Commission  is  composed  of 
twenty-two  officers  and  members.  Dr.  Leroy  M.  S.  Miner  is  the  dental  repre- 
sentative. 

In  Kansas,  two  hundred  persons  representing  state  agencies,  schools  and 
colleges  have  completed  15  committee  assignments  for  setting  up  principles, 
policies  and  procedures  for  meeting  school  health  problems  This  study  has  been 
carried  on  over  a  period  of  approximately  one  year  and  was  sponsored  jointly 
by  the  State  Department  of  Health  and  the  State  Department  of  Education. 

The  American  Medical  Association  has  announced  a  new  fourteen  point 
program  for  medical  care.  The  following  platform  was  adopted  by  the  A.  M. 
A.  Board  of  trustees  on  June  22nd,  1945  and  was  based  on  the  belief  that 
"most  of  the  American  people  are  not  interested  in  testing  in  the  United  States 
experiments  in  medical  care  which  have  already  failed  in  regimented  countries." 

1.  Sustained  production  leading  to  better  living  conditions  with  improved 
housing,  nutrition  and  sanitation  which  are  fundamental  to  good  health;  we 
support  progressive  action  toward  achieving  these  objectives. 

2.  An  extended  program  of  disease  prevention  with  the  development  or 
extension  of  organizations  for  public  health  service  so  that  every  part  of  our 
country  will  have  such  service,  as  rapidly  as  adequate  personnel  can  be  train- 
ed. 

3.  Increased   hospitalization   insurance   on   a  voluntary  basis. 

4.  The  development  in  or  extension  to  all  localities  of  voluntary  sickness 
insurance  plans  and  provisions  for  the  extension  of  these  plans  to  the  needy 
under  the  principles  already  established  by  the  American  Medical  Association. 

5.  The  provision  of  hospitalization  and  medical  care  to  the  indigent  by 
local  authorities  under  voluntary  hospital  and  sickness  insurance  plans. 

6.  A  survey  of  each  state  by  qualified  individuals  and  agencies  to  estab- 
lish the  need  for  additional  medical  care. 

7.  Federal  aid  to  states  where  definite  need  is  demonstrated,  to  be  admin- 
istered by  the  proper  local  agencies  of  the  states  involved  with  the  help  and  ad- 
vice of  the  medical  profession. 

8.  Extension  of  information  on  these  plans  to  all  the  people  with  recogni- 
tion that  such  voluntary  programs  need  not  involve  increased  taxation. 

9.  A  continuous  survey  of  all  voluntary  plans  for  hospitalization  and  ill- 
ness to  determine  their  adequacy  in  meeting  needs  and  maintaining  continuous 
improvement  in  quality  of  medical  service. 

10.  Discharge  of  physicians  from  the  armed  services  as  rapidly  as  is  con- 
sistent with  the  war  effort  to  facilitate  redistribution  and  relocation  of  phy- 
sicians in  areas  needing  physicians. 

1.  Increased  availability  of  medical  education  to  young  men  and  women 
to  pi'ovide  a  greater  number  of  physicians  for  rural  areas. 
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12.  Postponement  of  consideration  of  revolutionary  changes  while  60,000 
medical  men  are  in  the  service  voluntarily  and  while  12,000,000  men  and 
women  are  in  uniform  to  presei-ve  the  American  democratic  system  of  govern- 
ment. 

13.  Adoption  of  federal  legislation  to  provide  for  adjustments  in  draft  re- 
gulation which  will  permit  students  to  prepare  for  and  continue  the  study  of 
medicine. 

14.  Study  of  postwar  medical  personnel  requirements  with  special  refer- 
ence to  the  needs  of  the  veterans'  hospitals,  the  regular  army,  navy  and  United 
States  Public  Health  Service. 

The  National  Commissioji  on  Children  in  Wartime,  an  advisory  group  ap- 
pointed by  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau,  recently  announced  a  plan  of  action 
for  extending  fedeial  and  state  cooperative  programs  for  children.  The  re- 
commendations of  this  Commission  include  a  proposal  to  increase  by  ten  mil- 
lion dollars  the  amount  now  allotted  to  dental  care  for  young  school  children. 
In  supporting  this  recommendation  the  Commission  stated  that  "special  em- 
phasis in  the  immediate  future  should  be  placed  on  developing  plans  for  a 
dental  care  program  for  children,  starting  with  complete  service  to  children 
as  they  enter  school  and  providing  for  care  to  maintain  dental  health  for 
these  children  throughout  their  school  year.  The  service  should  be  extended 
to  older  and  younger  children  until  finally  it  is  made  available  to  the  whole 
population  of  pre-school  and  school  age.  The  dental  health  program  for  child- 
ren should  be  coordinated  with  both  the  school  and  community  health  services. 
Dental  research  into  the  causes  of  caries  and  other  dental  diseases  and  into 
methods  of  prevention  and  treatment  should  go  forward  simultaneously  with 
the  program  of  care.  If  a  program  of  dental  care  for  children  is  to  be  made 
possible,  even  if  limited  to  selected  age  groups,  and  extensive  program  of 
training  personnel  in  children's  dentistry  will  be  required".  The  Commission  is 
made  up  of  81  persons  who  are  authorities  in  a  variety  of  fields.  Dr.  Emory 
W.  Morris  of  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  is  the  dental  representative. 

The  Massachusetts  State  Council  on  Dental  Health  has  put  into  action 
the  A.  D.  A.  Council's  recommendation  based  on  the  House  of  Delegates'  re- 
solution (1937)  that  dentistry  be  represented  on  state  boards  of  health  and 
that  dental  programs  be  administered  by  qualified  dentists.  Dr.  Harold  J. 
Cronin,  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts  Council,  has  announced  "two  progres- 
sive events  affecting  dentistry  in  Massachusetts.  The  first  is  the  appointment 
by  Governor  Maurice  J.  Tobin  of  Dr.  William  H.  Griffin  (a  dentist)  to  the 
State  Public  Health  Council.  By  Dr.  Griffin's  appointment  dentistry  will  now 
have  representation  in  the  body  which  shall  make  and  promulgate  rules  and 
regulations  affecting  public  health  and  dentistry." 

The  second  event  is  the  appointment  of  Dr.  Frank  Carroll  to  the  position 
of  Director  of  a  new  Division  of  Dental  Health,  State  Department  of  Public 
Health.  Dr.  Carroll  studied  dentistry  at  Tufts,  public  health  at  Harvard,  medi- 
cine at  Rochester  and  for  a  time  was  engaged  in  public  health  work  with 
the  Kellogg  Foundation.  He  specialized  in  dentistry  for  children  in  Whitinsville, 
Massachusetts,  and  served  as  district  health  officer  with  the  Massachusetts 
Department  of  Public  Health  before  entering  the  Army.

The  following  statement  on  the  desirability  or  necessity  of  incorporation 
of  fluorides  in  dentifrices  and  mouth  washes  for  the  control  of  dental  caries 
was  adopted  by  the  Council  at  its  recent  annual  meeting:  "The  Council  on  Den- 
tal Therapeutics  of  the  American  Dental  Association  is  of  the  opinion  that 
for  the  control  of  dental  caries,  the  routine  use  by  the  dental  profession  or  by 
the  laity  of  foods,  drugs,  mouth  washes,  dentifrices  and  other  preparations  in 
which  fluorine  occurs  naturally  or  to  which  fluorides  have  been  added  is  not 
justified  because  of  their  unestablished  value  and  their  known  potential  dele- 
terious effects  fi'om  the  systemic  absorption  of  fluorides.  The  Council  will 
continue  to  evaluate  new  data  as  they  becoine  available." 

Other  actions  of  the  Council  of  particular  interest  to  the  dental  reader  ap- 
pear in  the  report  of  the  16th  annual  meeting  of  the  Council  on  Dental  The- 
rapeutics in  the  July  1,  1945  issue  of  The  Journal,  page  901. 

The  Effects  of  Dietary  Deficiencies  upon  the  Oral  Structures  Section  11  of 
this  paper  by  Schour  and  Massler,  which  is  published  under  the  auspices  of  the 
Council  on  Dental  Therapeutics,  dealing  with  vitamin  D  deficiency,  hypervit- 
aminosis  D,  vitamin  E  deficiency,  hormone  deficiency  and  fluorosis,  appears 
in  the  July,  1945  issue  of  The  Journal,  pages  871-879 :  Section  111,  in  which 
carbohydrates,  physical  character  of  food,  and  diet  and  dental  disease  are 
discussed,  appears  in  the  August  1  issue,  pages  1022-1027.  A  portion  of  the 
exhaustive  bibliography  also  appears  in  the  August  Journal. 

EXAMINATION  OF  PRODUCTS  BY  THE  COUNCIL  ON  DENTAL 

THERAPEUTICS  AND  THE  A.  D.  A.  BUREAU  OF  CHEMISTRY 

A  report  entitled  "Examination  of  Products  by  the  Council  on  Dental 
Therapeutics  and  the  A.  D.  A.  Bureau  of  Chemistry"  shows  how  every  effort 
is  made  by  the  Council  and  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  through  their  own  facili- 
ties and  through  cooperation  with  the  government  agencies  and  other  groups 
that  are  interested  in  the  same  ideals  to  warrant  the  confidence  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Association.  There  is  no  question  that  as  a  class  accepted  products 
are  more  dependable  than  those  that  are  not  accepted.  (J.  A.  D.  A.  32:1036.) 

THE  OTHER  HALF  OF  THE  PICTURE 

The  editorial  entitled  "The  Other  Half  of  the  Picture"  appearing  on  page 
1031  of  the  August  1  Journal  is  particularly  interesting  to  dentists  concerned 
with  the  welfare  of  their  patients.  In  this  instance  the  "Picture"  is  local 
anesthetic  solutions  stronger  than  2%  procaine.  Cook-Waite  Laboratories  has 
issued  a  brochure  in  which  only  the  favorable  part  of  the  evidence  on  extra 
strong  local  anesthetic  solutions  is  stressed.  The  editor  suurveys  the  unfavor- 
able evidence  and  finds  that  stronger  solutions,  routinely  used,  are  definitely 
not  in  the  interest  of  either  the  dentist  or  his  patients. 

Since  the  map  indicating  the  constituent  and  component  societies  of  the 
Association  which  had  adopted  the  A.  D.  A.  policy  for  advertising  and  com- 
mercial exhibits  appeared  in  the  June  15,  1945  Mid-Monthly,  the  Vermont 
State  Dental  Society,  the  Nebraska  State  Dental  Association  and  the  Colorado 
State  Dental  Society  have  informed  the  Council  office  that  they  have  adopted 
the  policy  for  both  advertising  and  commercial  exhibits.  (J.  A.  D.  A  32:1047, 
August  1,  1945.)

Most  of  us 
find  ourselves  sympathizing  with  the  old  mon,  because  quite  often  we  too 
think  we  have  "too  many  buttons  to  button",  hiere  the  deadline  Is  upon  me 
and  our  Editor  Informs  there  will  not  be  an  extension  of  time  given  in  which 
to  get  this  article  In.  Well,  sometimes  one  wonders  how  in  the  world  people 
find  time  to  write  books.  Come  to  think  of  it,  a  few  good  books  have  been, 
v/rltten  In  prison  (not  Mein  Kompf)  and  maybe  that  Is  the  answer — to  hove 
time   on    one's    hands. 

This  Is  our  traditional  Thanksgiving  season  and  as  we  think  of  the  greaf 
abundance  for  which  we  are  thankful,  I  am  quite  sure  each  of  us  humbly  bows 
his  head  and  gives  thanks  to  God  for  peace  which  has  come  to  our  tired  old 
world.  What  a  great  feeling  to  realize  that  peace,  for  which  so  many  hove 
suffered  and  died  and  all  hove  prayed,  is  at  lost  a  realization.  Yes,  we  should 
pray  that  men  of  good-will  and  just  mind  will  strive  to  make  this  a  permanent 
peace.

Many  nationally  known  clinicians  and  lecturers 
ore  scheduled  to  appear  on  our  program  and  many  of  our  own  men  will 
appear  also  to  help  make  this  an  outstanding  meeting. 

Our  membership  dues  for  1946  are  now  due,  so,  as  usual,  I  am  urging 
that  you  mail  your  annual  dues  to  your  district  secretary  just  as  soon  as  he 
sends  your  notice.  And  while  speaking  of  dues, — there  seems  to  be  a  great 
deal  of  confusion  concerning  the  A.D.A.  Life  Membership  requirements.  To 
be  eligible,  a  member  must  be  a  State  Life  Member  and  sixty-five  or  more 
years  of  age.  Many  of  our  men  seem  to  think  that  being  a  State  Life  Member 
makes  them  eleglble  for  A.D.A.  Life  Membership,  but  this  Isn't  true.  Even 
when  a  State  Life  Member  reaches  sixty-five  his  name  must  be  submitted  to 
the  A.D.A.  hlouse  of  Delegates  and  he  is  then  voted  a  life  member  of  the 
American  Dental  Association.  So  when  you  reoch  sixty-five  and  are  a  State 
Life  Member  notify  your  district  secretary  and  he  in  turn  will  submit  your 
name  to  the  state  secretary  and  he  will  be  glad  to  present  your  qualifications 
to  the  A.D.A.   for  acceptance. 

In  closing  please  allow  me  to  thank  each  of  you  for  your  loyal  support 
and  assistance  during  the  period  of  emergency  through  which  we  have  passed 
and  to  wish  each  of  you  a  most  Prosperous  and  Happy  New  Year.

SUBJECT:    Proceedure    for    Discharging    Dental    Officers   and    Aid    to 
Returning   Veterans. 

The  Dental  Profession  in  North  Carolina  has  furnished  several  hundred 
dentists  to  the  Armed  Forces.  These  men  are  now  begining  to  be  discharged. 
Some  will  return  to  former  locations,  others  ore  beginning  the  practice  of 
dentistry  as   civilians  for  the  first  time. 

The  members  of  the  Military  Affairs  Committee  are  asked  to  give  EVERY 
POSSIBLE  AID  TO  OUR   RETURNING  VETERANS. 

The  former  practitioner,  in  most  cases,  has  some  equipment  but  will  need 
office  space.  The  young  man  beginning  practice  for  the  first  time  will  need  a 
location,  office  space  and  equipment.  These  men  have  made  great  sacrifices, 
and  we  at  home  should  show  our  appreciation  by  aiding  them  in  finding  their 
rightful    places   in   the    Dental    Profession. 

It  is  requested  that  you  furnish  the  chairman  the  name  of  any  dentist, 
now  serving  in  the  Armed  Forces,  who  desires  a  discharge.  In  addition  to  the 
officer's    present    address,    the    following    information    is    necessary: 

Age,  married  or  single,  number  of  dependents,  length  of  service,  the 
location  desired  with  a  statement  from  him  that  he  will  locate  in  a  county 
which    has    been    declared    critical. 

A  letter  will  then  be  mailed  to  the  officer  giving  all  facts  concerning  his 
case  and   asking   him   to  file  a   request,   through   military  channels,   for  a  dis- 
charge. A  copy  of  the  letter  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Procurement  and 
Assignment   in    Washington,    D.   C. 

In  order  that  our  records  may  be  kept  up  to  date  you  are  asked  to- 
report  the  discharge  of  all  dentists  in  your  district,  giving  date  of  discharge 
and    new   address.

It  has  been  aptly  said,  fhat  man  lives  not 
for  himself  alone.  HHis  life  is  an  opportunity  of 
service  to  his  country  and  to  his  fellowman.  You 
have  served  your  country  in  a  most  noble  man- 
ner, but  it  may  be  that  your  fellowman  is 
marching  through  the  doors  of  a  mental  defi- 
cient hospital;  there  to  die  or  be  freed  temp- 
orarily, only  to  return;  or  he  may  be  extremely 
fortunate  and  be  one  of  the  pitiful  few  reclaim- 
ed for  Society.  It  may  be  referred  to  as  "cus- 
todial care"  to  ease  ones  conscience.  Never- 
theless, it  Is  the  great  institutions  of  our  State 
that  need  timely  thought. 

To  some  who  may  not  know.  North  Carolina  has  State 
hlospltals  at  Morganton,  Raleigh,  Goldsboro,  Jackson  Training 
School  at  Kinston,  and  more  recently,  Monroe.  These  hospitals 
have  as  their  leadership,  a  Board  of  Controls,  of  which  one  of 
our  own  prefessional  men.  Dr.  hi.  O.  Lineberger  is  so  ably  chair- 
man, Dr.  David  Young,  General  Superintendent  and  Mr.  R.  M. 
Rothgeb,    General    Business    Manager. 

Dr.  Lineberger  has  given  unselfishly,  much  time  and  thought 
to  the  operation  of  these  great  institutions  which  are  helping 
mentally  deranged  patients  rehabilitate  themselves  and  thereby, 
enabling  them  to  regain  their  health.  It  would  be  indiscriminate 
to  stand  Idle  by  and  allow  an  opportunity  of  so  great  service 
go  unheeded.  With  the  full  support  of  every  dentist  working  to- 
gether with  Dr.  Lineberger,  we  should  be  able  to  do  much  for 
each  dental  department  of  these  institutions.  Appropriations  ear 
marked  by  the  Legislature  for  the  dental  departments  must  be 
used  OS  such.  We  cannot  afford  to  become  so  complacent  as  to 
allow  these  dental  departments  to  become  antiquated.  Dr. 
Lineberger  recently  Informed  me  that  four  complete  dental 
units  have  been  secured  and  will  soon  be  installed  in  the  Mor- 
ganton,   Raleigh,    Goldsboro,    and    Kinston    hHospItals. 

There  are  servicemen  now  returning  who  ore  unable  to 
obtain  office  space  In  the  locality  of  their  choice.  What  greater 
service  would   be  better  than  to  enter  one  of  these  hospitals,   if 
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temporarily?  Here  is  a  wonderful  opportunity,  not  only  for  ser- 
vice, but  to  reestoblishi  your  civilian  earning  capacity  immedi- 
ately. The  need  fios  never  been  greater.  Will  you  assist  such  a 
worthy   cause?— (L.F.B.) 

STATE  INSTITUTIONS 

DR.  C.  C.  POINDEXTER,  Chairman 

The  State  Institutions  Committee  which  Is  concerned  with  the  Dental 
Departments  of  the  State  hHospItals  was  In  session  at  Raleigh  on  November 
1  1th.  Dr.  \-\.  O.  LIneberger,  Chairman  of  the  North  Carolina  Hospitals  Board 
of  Control  met  with  the  committee.  Many  thoughts  were  advanced  as  to  the 
actual  needs  and  general  Improvements  of  the  departments.  Dr.  LIneberger 
was  sympathetic  to  the  views  expressed  and  Indicated  plainly  that  he  was 
desirous  of  many  Improvements.  Through  his  efforts,  four  or  five  complete 
additional  equipments  have  been  purchased.  It  Is  understood  that  this  equip- 
ment will  be  equally  divided  among  the  Inmates  of  Morganton,  DIx  hiill, 
Goldsboro,  Caswell  Training  School  and  the  newly  acquired  HHospItal  for  the 
senile   at    Monroe. 

While  much  has  actually  been  accomplished  within  the  post  several 
years,  the  committee  Is  anxious  to  see  still  greater  Improvements.  Aside  from 
a  physical  equipment,  we  have  hopes  for  additional  personnel  to  the  staffs 
at  Morganton,  Dix  hllll  and  Goldsboro  units  and  at  least  two  Hyglenlsts 
dividing   their  time   between  the  three  larger  hospitals. 

To  hove  and  hold  competent  and  satisfied  personnel,  on  upward  revision 
of  salaries  Is  in  order.  Permanent  institutional  work  of  this  nature  simply  does 
not  appeal  to  a  large  number  of  dentists;  therefore,  compensation,  office 
ond   surroundings   must   be   such   as  to  attract  and   retain   the   men  desired. 

We  are  aware  that  all  our  ambitions  cannot  be  carried  through  at  one 
time,  but  we  do  feel  that  a  definite  long  range  program  should  be  started 
now.  With  a  member  of  our  own  profession,  of  the  will  and  determination  of 
Dr.  LIneberger,  as  head  of  the  Boord  of  Control,  we  are  assured  full  co- 
operation In  the  undertaking.  I  should  like  to  ask  each  member  to  pass  along 
any    Ideas    to    promote    the    work.

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SUGGESTIVE  THINKING 

DR.  BURKE  W.  FOX,  President 

Fellow-members  of  the  Second  District  Society  and  Friends:  The  past 
two  years  have  brought  a  new  set  of  problems  for  the  dental  profession  to 
solve.  Many  of  the  old  ones  have  been  shoved  into  the  background  by  newer 
and  more  pressing  ones.  If  some  of  the  old  ones  hod  been  solved  the  new 
ones  might  not  have  developed,  but  now  we  are  faced  with  the  situation  a 
fire  department  faces  when  a  house  is  on  fire.  The  immediate  need  is  to  put 
out  the  fire  as  quickly  as  possible  and  not  to  investigate  the  electric  wiring 
and  other  hazards  which  if  corrected  might  have  prevented  the  fire  ever 
happening.  Our  over-work  is  caused  by  months  which  hove  been  too  long 
neglected. 

We  still  need  to  encourage  the  public  to  seek  early  and  preventive  den- 
tal care.  There  is  still  too  much  neglect  on  our  part  of  children's  dentistry. 
When  under  constant  pressure  it  is  difficult  to  take  the  necessary  time  to 
examine  thoroughly  and  find  work  needed  before  the  emergency  state  is 
reached.  The  use  of  bite  wing  X-ray  films  at  regular  intervals  will  find  many 
smaller  cavities  and  enable  us  to  plan  ahead  rather  than  have  a  toothache 
to  relieve  at  a  time  when  we  have  not  a   minute  to  spore. 

The  two  most  immediate  problems  we  have  to  face  are  public  relations 
and  our  own  health.  We  have  lost  four  members  of  our  district  society  thru 
death  this  year,  and  in  addition  we  have  several  others  who  have  over- 
worked to  such  on  extent  that  they  ore  now  forced  to  work  a  limited  number 
of  hours  under  the  orders  of  a  physician.  We  owe  it  to  ourselves  to  limit 
our  working  hours  to  a  point  where  we  can  do  our  work  properly.  But  in 
doing  this  we  must  bear  in  mind  the  other  problem,  that  of  public  relations. 

The  American  public  has  been  trained  to  demand  and  expect  instant 
service  when  it  is  able  to  pay  for  it,  and  also  to  expect  most  necessities  at  a 
reasonable   price. 

Few  dentists  have  been  able  to  maintain  their  schedules  In  such  fashion 
that  they  are  able  to  give  early  appointments  for  any  but  most  emergency 
cases.  Old  patients  ore  grouchy  and  critical  of  the  profession  when  unable 
to  get  on  appointment  in  less  than  two  or  three  months.  New  patients  who 
call  and  are  told  "The  doctor  is  not  taking  any  new  patients"  ore  also  forced 
into  an  antagonistic  attitude. 

Some  dentists  ore  attempting  to  solve  the  problem  of  over-demand  on 
their  time  by  raising  fees  to  drive  away  a  certain  percentage  of  their  prac- 
tice. This  also  causes  ill-feeling.  Some  Increase  In  fees  is  justified  but  we  do 
not  want  to  be  called  robbers. 

It  may  be  thought  that  the  scarcity  of  dentists  will  be  solved  by  the  re- 
turn of  men  from  the  army,  but  the  number  of  men  who  have  been  in  dentof 
college  the  past  few  years  has  not  been  sufficient  to  replace  the  men  who 
ore  being  lost  thru  death  and  retirement. 
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Eoch  man  must  solve  the  problem  In  his  own  way.  Perhaps  by  leavmg 
certain  time  open  each  day  or  each  week  you  can  achieve  the  necessary 
slack  to  take  care  of  emergencies  without  endangering  your  health.  We 
should  each  do  what  we  can  but  every  one  of  us  must  ever  keep  in  remenn- 
brance  that  we  cannot  afford  to  have  the  public  too  antagonistic.  If  there  is 
public  belief  that  we  are  failing  to  meet  necessary  requirements,  or  that  we 
are  exorbitant  In  our  fees,  then  a  public  demand  for  government  Intervention 
will  certainly  follow.  Thus,  we  will  be  one  step  nearer  to  socialized  medicine 
and  dentistry. 

It  Is  customary  to  appoint  committees  to  investigate  and  report  on  large 
questions  which  face  us,  but  in  this  .cose  I  see  no  need  for  group  action  if 
each  individual  member  does  his  part  In  building  and  maintaining  a  friendly 
relationship    between   the    public   and    cur   profession. 

I  have  two  recommendations  to  make  to  the  society.  First;  with  the 
abnormal  number  of  records  and  reports  which  the  government  now  requires, 
all  public  accountants  are  now  as  busy  as  dentists.  It  Is  growing  increasingly 
difficult  to  secure  the  services  of  such  a  man  for  the  fee  of  ten  dollars  which 
is  at  present  allowed.  They  claim  the  job  is  worth  twenty-five.  We  must  either 
increase  the  fee,  or  return  to  a  system  of  auditing  by  a  committee  of  our  own 
members.  Personally,  I  believe  an  audit  by  a  committee  composed  of  former 
secretaries  of  the  society  would  be  best,  as  our  finances  are  not  large  enough 
to  justify  spending  $25.00  a  year  for  an  audit.  The  change  in  our  by-laws  is 
needed  for  this.  The  second  recommendation  is  with  regard  to  our  meetings. 
At  a  day  and  a  half  meeting  such  as  we  customarily  hold,  the  attendance 
the  first  day  usually  runs  well  over  200,  and  about  50  on  the  second.  I  feel 
that  we  should  study  this  problem  and  possibly  decide  to  hold  a  one  day 
meeting,  or  else  to  expend  to  two  days,  it  may  cost  more  money  than  our 
two  dollars  a  year  dues  will  produce.  Two  methods  of  raising  this  money  pre- 
sent  themselves   to    mind.   The   easiest  would    be   increased   dues. 

The  other  would  be  to  have  room  clinics  at  a  fee  on  the  second  day. 
The  clinicians  could  lecture  on  Monday  and  those  who  wanted  to  pay  a  fee 
could    enjoy   getting    more   details   at   small    clinics   on   Tuesday. 

I  am  making  no  definite  recommendation  for  o  change  but  merely  that 
the   question   be  studied   and  the  wishes   of  the  Society  discovered. 

The  government  restrictions  on  travel  and  transportation  made  it  appear 
impossible  for  us  to  hove  our  meeting  this  year  until  just  a  few  weeks  ago. 
hlowever,  with  the  aid  of  hard  working  committee  members  we  have  been 
able  to  arrange  an  excellent  program  which  I  hope  will  be  pleasurable  and 
profitable  to  all  of  us  at  this  meeting.  I  wish  to  thank  all  the  members  of  the 
various  committees  for  their  work  and  especially  to  mention  the  men  from 
Salisbury  who  shouldered  the  burden  of  the  meeting  on  short  notice.  Special 
thanks  are  also  due  from  me  to  George  Alexander,  our  Secretary,  and  Frank 
Alford,  Chairman  of  the  program  committee,  who  have  done  most  of  the 
work   for   which    I    will    receive   credit.

DENTAL  HEALTH  EDUCATION 

DR.  MARCUS  R.  SMITH,  President 

Mr.  Chairman,  Fellow  members  of  the  Society  and  Guests: 

One  year  ago,  when  I  assumed  the  presidency  of  this  society,  I  did  so 
with  a  full  realization  of  the  responsibilities  connected  with  this  high  honor  of 
serving  you.  For  the  confidence  expressed  by  you  in  placing  that  trust  in  me 
I  am  deeply  proud  and  I  thank  you  with  all  my  heart.  Swiftly  the  year  has 
passed  by,  and  it  is  unnecessary  for  me  to  express  any  regret  for  my  inability 
to  accomplish  more  than  has  been  done.  I  am  happy  that  we  are  able  to 
hold  this  meeting  when  so  many  other  organizations  have,  by  necessity,  can- 
celled   their    programs. 

At  this  time,  I  wont  to  thank  the  various  committees  for  the  work  they 
have  done.  Especially,  do  I  want  to  thank  Dr.  G.  Fred  Hale,  Dr.  S.  B.  Twoler, 
and  Dr.  Howard  L.  Allen  for  the  fine  work  they  have  done  in  arranging  what 
should  be  such  an  interesting  and  Instructive  program  for  us.  It  was  mutually 
agreed  that  we  have  no  entertainment  at  this  meeting.  And  I  want  especially 
to  thank  our  very  capable  and  efficient  secretary-treasurer,  D.  J.  W.  Bran- 
ham.  With  all  the  changes  made  in  the  plans  of  the  year,  it  has  added  much 
work    for   him.    He  'has  done   a   grand   job   and   always  very  willingly   so. 

Early  In  the  year  we  held  several  conferences  for  the  purpose  of  plan- 
ning a  meeting.  Later  it  was  announced  that  meetings  such  as  ours  were 
prohibited.  In  late  March,  or  early  April,  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
North  Carolina  Dental  Society  met  in  Plnehurst  and  made  recommendations 
to  the  various  districts  that  we  make  our  plans  as  usual  for  our  district  meet- 
ings, including,  of  course,  the  usual  scientific  programs.  And  in  case  condi- 
tions did  not  Improve  and  we  were  still  not  permitted  to  hold  our  meeting 
as  scheduled,  we  should  call  off  the  full  meeting  and  hove  o  short  skeletoniz- 
ed meeting  to  attend  to  all  nece-^sary  business,  including  the  election  of  new 
officers  for  the  coming  year.  I  conferred  with  the  presidents  of  the  other  four 
districts  and  learned  that  some  would  and  some  would  not  attempt  to  hold 
o  meeting  this  fall.  Again  your  officers  met  in  Raleigh  with  the  program  and 
entertainment  committees  in  on  effort  to  make  a  final  decision.  Believing  it 
advisable  to  hove  your  expression,  we  sent  cards  to  you  in  early  July.  A  very- 
large  majority  were  opposed  to  having  a  meeting  of  any  kind.  Thus  plans 
were  stopped  an  dour  meeting  was  cancelled  until  the  close  of  hostilities 
throughout  the  world  and  the  ban  on  meetings  such  as  ours  hod  been  lifted. 
Then  many  requests  came  to  me  that  we  hold  our  regular  meeting.  Your 
officers  and  committees  met  and  started  plans  where  they  had  left  off;  and 
now    they    consider    themselves    most    fortunate    In    obtaining    the    services    of 
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these  very  copable  clinicians  who  appear  before  us  today.  It  was  necessary, 
however,   to  change  our  date  from  October  23rd  as  previously  planned. 

Your  president  has  not  attended  any  dental  meetings  during  the  past 
year  for  reasons  already  known  to  you.  Nor  has  it  been  practical  to  meet 
with  officers  of  the  other  four  districts  for  discussion  because  everything  has 
been    so    indefinite    and    uncertain. 

American  dentistry  has  gained  a  well-deserved  reputation  of  excellence 
throughout  the  world.  American  dentists  have  justifiably  won  world-wide  re- 
cognition and  acclaim.  Fortunately,  American  dentistry  does  not  propose  to 
remain  satisfied  with  what  it  has  achieved.  Instead,  it  has  decided  to  go  for- 
ward toward  better  and  higher  levels  of  dentistry  and  not  to  be  satisfied  until 
it  succeeds  in  bringing  good  dental  health  to  every  person  in  our  country. 
Dental  diseases  are  among  the  most  common  of  all  human  ailments.  Almost 
all  of  our  population  are  afflicted  with  them,  and  they  often  induce  a  train 
of  related  diseases. 

There  is  greater  demand  for  dentistry  today  than  ever  before.  But  there 
Is  an  even  greater  need  for  dental  health  education.  We  all  agree  that 
dental  health  for  the  people  of  our  country  is  the  desire  of  organized  dentis- 
try. The  great  problem  of  providing  dental  health  for  our  people  is  complex. 
The  various  plans,  programs  and  opinions  have  brought  about  debate,  mis- 
understanding and  confusion,  which  hove  at  times  led  to  emotionalism  and 
clouded  vision.  It  Is  hoped  that  dentistry  will  apply  all  of  its  energies  to  the 
solution  of  this  socio-economic  problem,  just  as  it  has  done  to  many  of  the 
problems  associated  with  the  treatment  of  oral  diseases.  I  assure  you  I  hove 
no  solution  to  offer,  but  it  is  my  opinion  that  dental  health  education  is  para- 
mount In  Importance.  With  the  present  manpower  shortage  we  ore  handi- 
capped and  will  so  remain  until  there  ore  more  dentists  In  general  practice 
and  public  health.  We  do  not  believe,  however,  that  government  control  of 
health  service,  planned  and  controlled  by  laymen,  Is  In  any  way  a  solution 
to    our    problem. 

During  the  past  few  years  we  hove  been  so  busy  that  I  doubt  If  many 
of  us  hove  spent  much  time  teaching  dental  health.  Dr.  Ernest  A.  Branch,  Dir- 
ector of  the  Division  of  Orol  hHyglene  of  the  State  Board  of  hHealth,  has  been 
handicapped  in  not  having  a  sufficient  number  of  assistants  to  carry  on  his 
great  work  that  has  become  so  popular  and  benefitted  so  many  indigent 
children  and  so  many  dentists.  It  Is  hoped  that  this  shortage  con  soon  be  fill- 
ed and  that  we  In  general  practice  con  give  more  time  In  teaching  mouth 
health  to  our  own  patients.  I  recommend  to  you  Dr.  Branch's  booklet  "Mouth 
hHealth    Catechism",    which    he   will    supply    you    on    request. 

We  all  rejoice  that  the  great  global  war,  which  has  spread  chaos 
throughout  the  world,  is  over.  The  Fourth  District  has  sent  eight  dentists  into 
the  Armed  Forces  of  our  country.  The  full  story  of  their  heroism  and  devotion 
to  duty  need  not  to  be  told.  They  answered  promptly  the  coll  of  duty  and 
Inave  served  our  notion  very  nobly  in  practically  every  corner  of  the  world. 
Those  of  us  who  were  forced  by  circumstances  to  remain  at  home  greatly 
appreciate  what  these  men  who  have  been  In  uniform  during  this  war  have 
done.  We  ore  proud  of  them,  some  of  whom  hove  been  separated  from  the 
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service   and    relocated.   On   the   home  front,    I    am   sure  that  members  of  this 
society   have   mode  every  effort  to  assist  our  nation  in  the  great  cause. 

I  know  that  you  hove  spent  long  hours  at  the  office,  and  that  you  hove 
many  times  been  embarrassed  at  not  being  able  to  do  for  some  of  your 
patients  all  that  was  expected  of  you.  I  know  that  you  have  served  on  every 
possible  committee  and  board  in  your  various  communities  and  contributed 
very  liberally  to  all  the  causes  associated  with  the  war  effort.  Now  our  mill- 
tory  members  ore  returning.  I  do  not  pretend  to  know  anything  about  the 
post-war  problems  of  these  men,  but  I  am  certain  that  we  owe  them  our  sin- 
cerest  grotitude  and  we  welcome  them  home.  We  are  ready  and  willing  at 
all  times  to  assist  them  in  every  way  possible  in  getting  relocated.  Many  will 
be  locating   in  general   practice  for  the  first  time. 

The  younger  men  have  not  had  the  opportunity  for  finding  a  sotisfactory 
community  in  which  to  make  permanent  settlement,  and  is  is  to  be  expected 
that  many  of  these  will  soon  be  seeking  new  places.  There  is  a  trend  away 
from  smaller  tov/ns,  and  it  is  to  be  expected  that  there  will  be  much  speciali- 
zation. We  need  more  general  practitioners  and  it  is  hoped  that  many  of 
these  new  men  will  locate  in  communities  in  which  they  can  be  of  most  service 
to  our   people. 

Inasmuch  as  we  hove  a  most  capable  Post-War  Planning  Committee  in 
the  State  Society  who  does  understand  these  post-war  problems,  I  am  not 
making    any    recommendations    concerning    them. 

Our  present  membership  numbers  89,  of  whom  28  ore  life  members. 
During  the  past  year  we  hove  added  two  to  our  membership  and  lost  two  by 
transfer   and    Dr.    R.  T.   Allen,    of   Lumberton,    by   death. 

Your  president  is  not  making  any  new  recommendations  to  the  society 
at  this  time.  I  believe  it  is  well  for  us  to  continue  to  carry  on  as  we  are,  at 
least,  until  we  have  rebuilt  our  active  membership.  This  we  will  certainly 
strive    to    do. 

It  has  been  a  happy  pleasure  and  experience  to  serve  as  your  president 
and  work  with  the  various  officers  and  committees.  I  feel  that  I  know  you  all 
better   and    love   you    all    more.

DEAN  HARRY  BEAR  HONORED 

Dr.  h^arry  Bear,  dean  of  the  School  of  Dentistry  of  the  Medical  College 
of  Virginia,  was  honored  on  Monday,  April  16,  1945,  at  the  commencement 
exercises  for  the  dental  graduates  of  Temple  University  in  Philadelphia  when 
he  received  the  honorary  degree  of  doctor  of  science  from  that  university.

He  graduated  from  the  Medical  College  of  Virginia,  School  of 
Dentistry,  in  1913  and  became  a  member  of  the  faculty  in  September  of  that 
year.  In  addition  to  his  duties  as  dean  he  is  professor  of  exodontia  and  of 
dental   history  and   practice   management. 

He  has  been  active  In  local,  state,  and  notional  affairs.  He  is  a  past 
president  of  the  Richmond  Dental  Society,  the  Virginia  State  Dental  Associa- 
tion, the  American  Society  of  Oral  Surgeons,  and  In  1940  was  president  of 
the  American  Association  of  Dental  Schools.  He  was  at  one  time  a  vice- 
president  of  the  American  Dental  Association  and  a  former  trustee  of  that 
organization.

ARE  WE  ERGOPHOBES 

DR.  R.  PHILIP  MELVIN,  President,  Second  District 

Certainly  no  thinking  person  with  one  bit  of  honesty  could,  during  these 
times,  accurately  call  any  practicing  dentist  an  ergophobe.  On  the  contrary, 
we  tend  to  behave  more  like  ergomaniacs.  An  ergophobe  is  one  who  mea- 
sures carefully  each  ounce  of  energy  to  be  expanded  In  the  effort  called 
"work".  In  other  words,  not  so  technically,  a  lazy  fellow.  The  ergomaniac 
Is  just  the  opposite,  or  one  who  begins  his  appointments  at  8:00  a.m.  and 
goes  home  oround  7:00  p.m.,  after  a  20  minute  lunch  to  break  the  monotony 
of  his  daily  task.  No,  he  doesn't  like  the  ergophobe  and  thinks  him  a  slacker. 
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especially  in  times  like  these.  The  ergophobe  doesn't  dislike  the  ergomaniac, 
in  fact,  he  doesn't  ardently  dislike  anybody  because  that  requires  expending 
of  energy  and  this  is  contrary  to  his  principles.  Besides,  the  ergophobe  con- 
tends that  he  and  his  fellows  in  the  art  must  hong  around  to  bury  all  the  ergo- 
maniacs  after  they  have  worked  themselves  to  death.  This  is  a  statement 
which    the   latter   might   profitably   note,    and    in   time. 

The  two  descriptions  above  mentioned  are  noturolly  revealed  ofttimes 
In  the  type  of  work  in  which  a  man  engages  himself.  In  dentistry,  we  see, 
perhaps  more  now  than  ever  before,  the  efforts  of  heavy  pressure  exerted 
by  the  forces  of  a  post  war  neurotic  world.  On  the  one  hand,  we  see  and 
feel  the  tendency  to  work  too  rapidly  as  the  ergomaniac  and  thereby  not 
fulfill  our  obligation  to  the  patient.  On  the  other,  we  sometimes  are  inclined 
to,  like  the  ergophobe,  be  just  too  lazy  to  do  even  a  good  examination  and 
advise  the  patient  the  true  condition  of  his  mouth  and  in  this  way  fall  short 
of   our   responsibility   to   him. 

A  dentist  friend  of  mine  who  has  practiced  for  over  40  years  told  me 
the  other  day  that  conditions  today  offered  a  greater  challenge  to  a  den- 
tist's honesty  than  in  any  other  era  of  his  professional  experience.  When 
asked  to  explain,  he  said  that  to  do  good  dentistry  required  not  only  ample 
time  but  diligent  forethought  and  that  the  pressure  exerted  on  civilian  den- 
tists today  was  antagonistic  to  both.  Therefore,  he  asserted,  we  must  main- 
tain a  purer  quality  of  honesty  than  ever  before  and  blend  it  with  a  will  to 
work  reasonable  hours  for  just  fees  and  conserve  both  our  physical  selves 
and  our  professional  reputations  for  service  in  the  years  yet  to  come.  These 
thoughts  expressed  by  my  friend,  who  lived  in  another  section  of  the  U.S.A., 
brought  to  my  mind  many  of  my  own  defeciencies  as  well  as  some  on  the 
part  of  many  others  of  my  beloved  profession  in  this  section  of  North  Caro- 
lina. To  mention  one,  it  is  our  tendency  to  shrink  our  responsibility  to  child- 
ren's  dental    needs. 

In  sixteen  years,  we  have  had  only  two  major  essayists  before  our  State 
Society  on  Children's  Dentistry,  hfow  many  have  we  hod  before  our  own 
Second    District?   You    name  them,    I   do   not   remember  any. 

Regardless  of  the  unprofitable  and  undesirable  ospects  of  the  proce- 
dure, our  responsibility  to  the  dental  needs  of  the  child  patient  is  of  purer 
and  greater  importance  than  it  is  in  any  other  department  of  our  endeavor. 
By  education  for  prevention  of  dental  ills,  we  con  be  of  greatest  service  to 
humanity  and  of  finest  honor  to  the  posterity  of  our  chosen  profession.  The 
fact  that  administering  to  the  child  patient  Is  unprofitable  is  largely  our 
own  fault,  without  our  Interest  and  indulgence  in  educating  the  parent  on  the 
importance  of  dentistry  for  children,  it  will  always  be  unprofitable  and  the 
great  majority  of  juvenile  dental  needs  will  continue  to  be  neglected.  This 
neglect  is  later  revealed  in  the  adult  patient  and  beckons  to  the  believer  In 
government  controlled  dentistry  to  take  over  because  we,  as  good  stewards 
of  the   mouth    have   failed. 

Our  State  Dental  hiealth  Education  program  under  the  supervision  of 
Dr.   Ernest  A.    Branch   Is   undoubtedly  one  of  the   most  effective  anywhere   in 
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the  United  States.  It  is,  however,  educational  in  its  scope  and  is  therefore 
designed  to  create  more  juvenile  dental  work  (not  less)  for  the  family  dentist. 
Let's  endeavor  to  assist  it  in  effectiveness  by  actually  doing  the  work  which 
it   stimulates    by   educotion. 

It  is  a  pleasant  feeling  to  think  that  we  hove  pleased  the  patient  but 
isn't  it  a  much  finer  experience  to  know  that  we  have  pleased  ourselves  by 
"going  the  second  mile"  in  an  earnest  attempt  to  do  each  diagnosis  and 
operation  as  It  should  be  done  according  to  our  most  trusted  consciousness? 

Get  your  appointment  book  in  order  now,  and  let  us  plan  to  attend  our 
State    Meeting    at   Pinehurst.
